Mexico City, January 11.—(@)— 
the bleak mountain fast- 
nesses of the states of Michoacan, 
Jalisco and Guerrero, 4,000 picked 
federal troops are in pursuit of 20 
bandits who, Saturday night, carried 
out the most cold-blooded slanghter in 
Mexico’s history. 

Boarding a passenger train in dis- 
guise and with weapons concealed un- 
der their cloaks, the bandits, without 
warning, sprang upon the guards with 
knives and butchered them to a man. 
Then they opened fire on defenseless 
Mexican men, women and children. 
The number of dead probably never 
will be known, but the estimates run 
as high as 50. 

They wrecked and burned the train, 
cremating the dead and wounded alike, 
looted the town of Yurecuaro and es- 
caped with their loot on the engine. 
The troops, operating under the direct 
orders of President Calles, will return 
in disgrace or else bring back the 
bandits—dead or alive. 

Few persons in Mexico City are so 
credulous as to believe that any of the 
bandits will be returned alive.

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Arkansas Pardons 
Issued by McCall 
Declared Illegal 


Little Rock, Ark., January 11.—(/) 
The Arkansas supreme court today 
held that the nine pardons granted 


by S. B. McCall, acting governor, dur- 
ing the recent temporary absence of 
Governor ‘kom J. ‘Terrall, from Ar- 
kansas, are illegal. 

The court held in passing on the 
ease of W. W. Gillespie, of North 
Little Rock, one of the men pardoned, 
that the act of 1908 requiring that 
pardon petitions be advertised, except 
where the governor acts on his own 
initiative and so notes in the pardon 
proclamation, was constitutional. 

As a result the Gillespie pardon 
was held to be illeval and by infer- 
ence all of the others were held void. 

Pardons were granted the nine men 
by the acting governor last October 
while Governor Terral was absent 
from the state attending a _ confer- 
ence of governors of Birmingham, 
Ala. This action was contrary to the 
‘‘no-pardon” policy pursued by the 
governor. When he learned of the 
granting of the pardons Governor Ter- 
ral made a hurried trip back to Ar- 
kansas and took steps to have the 
pardons set aside.

“The Federal Reserve system,” said 
Mr. Lowden, “‘was formed to mobilize 
the credits of the country so that they 
could be employed at any time at the 
point needed. In some such way, we 
should make it possible to mobilize 
the surpluses of farm products. That 
is the principle of the Dickinson bill, 
the theory of which is. that with the 
export surplus so disposed of, the 
price of the remainder of the crop on 
the domestic market would rise to the 
extent of the tariff on the product. 
The tariff is now said to be unpro- 
tective of the farmer because his price 
is fixed in the world market in com- 
petition with pauper foreign labor.”

The business of a railroad is similar to that of an individual ar any other concern. ‘

Practically the entire revenue of a railroad comes from the business of supplying 5 
transportation, that is, from moving persons and property from place to place. A P 
railroad knows its average daily earnings, just as an individual who receives $5.00 


or $10.00 per day for his work. ie 
It is interesting to note how many days’ revenues were required in 1925 to cover 
the various expenditures that a railroad must make in order to do business. 


It took the revenue for 159 days to meet the payroll. - 
The cash receipts for 94 days went for the purchase of material and supplies. 


We spent the income for 22 days’ operation to pay for fuel. 


The earnings of 17 days went to pay taxes. 

The .results of 54 days’ operation were required to pay interest charges and 
rentals. | 

These payments used up the income from 346 days, leaving 19 days out of the 
365 in the year. j 

Of the earnings from the 19 remaining days, 14 were paid for dividends and 5 4 
for the improvement of the property. " 

By far the largest item is for the payment of wages. Payrolls consume nearly 
half the year’s revenues. Materials and supplies made up the next largest item. 


It is significant that 17 days’ revenues went for the payment of taxes and that 
only 14 days’ revenues were available for dividends to the owners of the property. 
That is to say that the Central of Georgia is paying more taxes than it does dividends. 


Only 5 days’ receipts were available for the improvement and enlargement of 
transportation facilities. When a railroad serves, as does the Central of Georgia, a 
rapidly developing territory, the improvements necessary to keep pace with business 
cannot be made from current income. It is necessary to borrow money and to issue 
bonds for improvements and additional equipment. This accounts for the fact that 54 
days’ revenues are required to pay interest on borrowed money. 


The Central of Georgia’s revenues for the year 1925 were the largest in the hiss | 
tory of the road. The management has endeavored to expend them economically and — 
wisely. It is appreciative of the support, Cooperation and good will of the public, and -° 
will Continue its efforts to give service that is characterized by safety, courtesy and

CHAPTER XXXVIITI. 
The Burning of Atlanta. _ 

Sherman's army left behind it when 
it moved south on November 10 a 
city wrecked as by a tornado out of 
Tophet. Of the 3,800 buildings that 
were in the city when. the federals 
entered it only about 400 of all kinds 
were standing, many of them semi- 
denuded when they finally marched 
out. Entire blocks of business houses 
aod whole streets of residences were 
reduced to heaps of charred timbers 
and wind-blown ashes. Even photo- 
graphs of the sacrificed scene are but 
faint recorders to the present-day eye 
of the wide and woeful wreckage that 
greeted the vision of the exiles who 
first returned to the city. 

Tales of what ancient vandals and 
modern Huns did. to battling cities 
of the Old World stir the indignation 
of modern readers and hearers, but 
few of them, unless accompanied by 
massacres, are more gruesome and in- 
flaming than the actual story of what 
Sherman's army did to Atlanta, to Mil- 
ledgeville, to Columbia in South Car- 
olina, and other towns through which 
it: made its fiery march. 

It would inform few living readers 
now ta recouat the details of the de- 
struction visited upon Atlanta. In the 
passage of six decades a marvelous 
march of civie improvements, of re- 
construction and municipal expansion 
on modern lines, has so changed the 
aspect of locations and wiped out of 
memory even so many then familiar 
landmarks, that mention of them 
would not enable the reader to identify 
or envision them. 

It is something to be regretted that 
the historic body in Atlanta has as- 
sumed the task of marking the his- 
toric spots with descriptive tablets, 
for the information of new genera-

; gates,” 


When it became certain that Sher- 
man had finally abandoned the city 
and no. other federal force was to 
occupy it, the Atlanta refugees’ in 
their scattered havens of safety began 
to vearn for their old habitats. By

means for transport and temporary 
subsistence. Many of the returns 
were pathetic even to tears, as the 
ruins of a loved home greeted the 
questing eyes of the owner. Then 
came a tearful searching of the wreck- 
age to recover possible precious arti- 
cles that might have escaped the 
flames. All too often these searches 
were vain. What the fire may have 
spared had been gathered up by in- 
dustrious looters who have ransacked 
every ruin. 

Mayor Calhoun came back as soon

The news of the assassination 
of President Lincoka by John Wilkes 
Booth, a crazed southern sympathizer, 
shocked and alarmed even the most 
level-headed of our leaders. They fear- 
ed the rage of the northern people 
would rise to tempest pitch and re- 
venge for the deed would be visited 
upon the southern people. It was 
predicted that our most eminent lead- 
ers, many of whom were already un- 
der arrest and in northera prisons, 
would be held responsible for the mur- 
der and be summarily executed, that 
the whole south would be put under 
military rule and oppressions was a 
foregone conclusion by many of our 
wisest men.

KENTUCKY GOVERNOR 


URGES INCOME: TAX 


Fraakfort, Ky., January 11.—A) 


Governor William J. Fields, today rec- 
ommended to the general assembly a 
state income tax equal to one-half cf 
the income tax paid to the federal 
government. ‘The tax would supply 
additional revenue for the state’s edu- 
eational, charitable and corrective in- 
stitutions.

DANDRUFF. 

Nothing is more unpleasant than 
dandruff, particularly the advanced, 
dry stages when the dandruff drops 
out and shows on the shoulder of 
dark coats and dresses. You must 
never let your hair get into this state. 

There are a lot of things to be done 
about it. One is to go over the hair 
carefully with a fine tooth comb, as 
large as you ¢an buy, and comb out 
all the loose dandruff. This raises 
it from the scalp, where it clings and 
chokes the pores and keeps them from 
functioning properly, also it takes it 
quite out of the hair so it cannot 
drop about, also it leaves the scalp 
easier to clean when you shampoo. 

Another dandruff treatment is oil. 
The night before you shampoo, 
even a few hours—or if it’s the best 
you can manage, half an hour before 
—rub the scalp with oil. Crude oi) 
is the best; druggists and _ paint 
stores sell this. But olive oil is 
almost as good and easier to use. It 
should be quite hot, to be most ef- 
fective, and rubbed in well. That 
last is very important, for whether 
you massage with your fingers or 
use an electric vibrator, the scalp 
should be treated until it feels warm 
and stimulated. In this way it takes 
up more and more of the oil, and all 
those nerves and blood vessels and 
glands under the skin are stimulated 
into a healthy activity, and the hair 
is generally benefited.

tooth comb and oil for a really ef- 
fective treatment. <‘irst. the comb- 
ing, 
scalp. Then a rubbing with hot oil. 
Then—either next day or in an hour, 
a thorough shampooing with castile 
or tar soap, three soapings and five 
rinsings. 

Then massage gently after the hair 
has dried, to make it glossier.

Scores of thou- 
sands of men and women watched the 
rivals, The victor was hailed as a 
hero. 

Roman theaters drew smaller 
crowds than the arenas or the race 
tracks, but there were always persons 
who preferred to watch a play than 
to see a fight or a race. Some of the 
plays were acted for the sake of mak- 
ing people laugh. Others had a more 
serious purpose. Many of the actors 
were slaves. It wes usual for men 
to take the parts of women. 

To amuse small groups of people, 
here were jugglers who tossed balls 
about, and made animals’ perform 
tricks.

Deficits Due to Window Dressings. 
It is generally believed that the def- 


4eits of the banks here for the past, 


two weeks have been caused by win- 
dow dressing payment or borrowings 
by the member banks from the federal 
reserve bank. Calling of loans is ex- 
ted to continue until this deficit 
s been turned into a surplus. 
Figures were widely published here 
today estimating the bank loans of 

Wall street brokers at $2,500,000,000. 
This compares with $2,800,000,000, 
the high for all time, made last No- 
vember when we were having two 
and three million-share days, with 
the average price of 50 representative 
stocks daily making a new high rec- 
ord for all time. When the upward 
price movement started in April of 
1924, brokers’ bank loans stood at 
$1,320. 000,000. 

-Wall street bankers make no effort, 
jn talking with their friends, to belittle 
the fact that brokers’ stock market 
loans are high. In this connection, it 
is being admitted that the total loans 
fof the Wall street bankers and trust 
companies to brokers do not tell the 
whole story, for the simple fact that 
in recent years many individuals and 
corporations have acquired the habit tf 
of finding employment for idle funds 
in the stock exc hange call money mar- 
ket. This money is put out through 
‘the banks, but does not show in the 
Joans of the banks. 

_ Will Be Drawn Gradually. 

One usually well-informed Wall 
street banker having close relations 
with the stock exchange call money 
market stated today that to his knowl- 


edge the total loans of individuals 
and corporations in the stock exchange 
call ‘money niarket aggregated several 
hundred millions -of dollars. This 
money, he said, would be drawn out 
of the market gradually, without mak- 
ing any trouble if general trade con- 
tinues to improve. However, there 
would be trouble stockmarketwise, 
he added, if anything unfavorable 
should happen unexpectedly in the 
day's news to frighten the lenders into 
calling loans. 

The banker refused to make any 
predictions as to the immediate trend 
of stock prices. He did express the 
belief, however, that if prices declined 
gradually this month and part of 
February, tht chances would favor a 
spring rise in stock prices, whereas if 
stock prices continued to advance in 
Japuary and February, March would 
probably see such a break as occurred 
that month in 1925, and in March of 
other recent years. 

Durant Hailed As “Miracle Man.” 

W. C. Durant is again- being called 
the “miracle man,” this time because 
of his escape from the train accident, 
in which two employees in his pri- 
vate car were killed, with more than 
a score of passergrers in the car ahead 
injured. Things have happened to 
Durant without disastrous results 
many times stockmarketwise which 
would have killed the ordinary trader. 
There is not one man in many mil- 
lions that could have “come back” 
stockmarketwise after having been 
caught as Durant was in 1920, at the 
beginning of long bear market. Du- 
rant was then carrying actual con- 
trol of General Motors on a margin 
in some 40 brokers’ offices on Wall 
street. He had to let go, causing a 
loss that wonld have ended the ordi- 
nary man. Durant did keep mighty 
quiet for a matter of months. Then 
he came out with his public offering 
of stock of the new J)urant Motors 
company, Which went like hot cakes. 
Since then Durant has made enoug) 
money in the stock market to satisfy 
a half dozen or more ambitious men. 
Undoubtedly, Durant at the close of 
the market last Saturday was long 
with a bige line of stocks; including 
General Motors. 

Hligher money rates were reflected 
fin the trend of bond prices during 
December, the average price of 66 
bonds for the month, made public 
today by the index of fhe New York 
Trust company, increasing only .28 of 
a point, with U. S. government issues 
down .O7 of a point, and Telephone 
& Telegraph bonds down .47 of a 
point.

When challenged in the
